FADED F AME, 
YET IMMORTAL HONOR 
Americans have celebrated 
the 200th anniversary of the 
signing of the D eclaration of 
Independence 
(although 
the 
actual signing was not com ­ 
pleted for months and in some 
cases years after July 5,1776). 
Fifty-six individuals m utually 
pledged their lives, their for­ 
tunes and their sacred honor to 
that document. Except for the 
m ost 
prom inent 
fig u res, 
however—Jefferson, 
Adams, 
F ra n k lin , 
H a n c o c k — m o st 
Americans 
would 
be 
hard- 
pressed to name a fraction of 
them 
What m anner of men 
were these others, and what 
were their fates after 1776? 
All 56 were delegates to the 
Second 
Continental 
Congress 


and all were prominent men in 
their own colonies. They were, 
for the most part, well-educated 
and well-to-do. More than half 
were lawyers, four were doctors 
and one a practicing minister. 
Others were m erchants, ship­ 
pers, planters and landowners. 
Almost all the signers 
con­ 
tinued in public service after the 
founding of the new nation, at 
either the federal or state level, 
as 
judges, 
congressm en, 
governors and vice presidents. 
John Adams and Thomas Jef­ 
ferson, of course, became our 
second and third presidents. 
Sixteen helped to draft the 
Articles of Confederation 
in 
1781, and sue signed the Con­ 
stitution in 1789. 
As a group, the signatories 
were relatively young when the 
Declaration was proclaimed: 
half were under 45. Edward 
Rutledge and Thomas Lynch 
Jr., both 26. were the youngest, 
while Benjamin Franklin at 70 
was the oldest. 
But again as a group, the 
signers 
of 
the 
Declaration 
survived an average of nearly 
two years less than did men of 
corresp o n d in g 
age 
in 
the 
general population at that time, 
according to a longevity table 
compiled by Metropolitan Life 
statisticians 
Nine of the signers did not live 
to 
see 
the 
end 
of 
the 
Revolutionary War, and another 
seven 
died 
before 
G eorge 
W ashington’s first inaugural in 
1789 
First to die was John Morton 
at the age of 52, nine months 
after signing the Declaration. A 
month later. Button Gwinnett 
expired from the effects of a 
pistol wound suffered in a duel. 
Youngest to die was Thomas 
Lynch, who was lost at sea in 
1779 at the age of 29. 
At the other extrem e, the last 
surviving 
sig n er, 
C harles 
Carroll, lived until 1832, when he 
died at the age of 95 Adams and 
Jefferson also lived well beyond 
their expectancies to see the 
infant United States securely 
established 
Both 
men 
died 
within hours of each other on 
July 4, 1826. exactly a half- 
century after the Declaration of 
Independence. 
But w hatever the subsequent 
fame or obscurity or length of 
their lives or the prospering of 
their personal fortunes, each of 
these 56 men won im m ortal 
honor by penning their nam es to 
that precious document con­ 
ceived in Philadelphia 200 years 
ago.

The most talked about of the 
legislative proposals now before 
Congress is S.50—formally titled 
the 
Full 
E m ploym ent 
and 
Balanced Growth Act of 1976 and 
generally referred to as the 
Humphrey-Hawkins 
bill 
The 
m ajor thrust of the bill is to 
amend existing legislation by 
declaring that it is now the 
policy and responsibility of the 
federal government to promote 
"full em ploym ent ” The full 
employment 
goal 
is 
to 
be 
achieved within four years after 
enactm ent and is defined to 
m ean 
unemployment 
not 
in 
excess of 3 per cent of the adult 
labor force 
One might think that the task 
of the economist, in appraising 
this proposal, is to give an 


opinion on w hether the economic 
program s and policies proposed 
in 
this legislation are good 
economics or bad economics. I 
will 
have to disappoint the 
reader and confess that I find 
that 
impossible 
to do. 
The 
reason is that the bill contains 
practically nothing in the way of 
clear 
or 
specific 
economic 
proposals 
which 
can 
beanalyzed. The legislation is 
not about economics at all. It is 
m ainly 
about 
som ething 
else—namely, the establishm ent 
of new governmental m achinery 
and procedures in the hope that 
out of them will come a genuine 
economic program . 
In this bill, Congress, having 
declared it to be national policy 
to 
achieve 
full 
employment 
within four years, would quickly 
transfer the burden of figuring 
out how to do that to the 
President. He is directed to 
prepare a Full Employment and 
Balanced Growth Plan, within 
90 days of enactm ent. The plan 
is 
to 
detail 
the 
necessary 
governmental economic actions 
for 
attaining 
the 
legislated 
objective. 
You might call this the "Will 
Rogers approach” to national 
economic policy. There is a 
story 
(probably 
apocryphal) 
that Will Rogers, back in World 
W ar I, proposed a solution to the 
problem of getting men and 
supplies across the ocean in the 
face of enem y subm arine action. 
His 
solution 
was 
to dig 
a 
vehicular 
tunnel 
under 
the 
Atlantic When skeptics pressed 
him for an explanation as to how 
this could be done, he answered: 
"I had the idea, let someone else 
work out 
the details." 
The 
congressionals 
leaders 
who 
have supported the Humphrey- 
H aw kins 
legislation 
a re 
operating with the sam e concept 
of 
policy-m aking 
as 
Mr. 
Rogers—we had the idea, let the 
President figure out how to do it. 
It 
seem s 
likely 
that 
the 
President, whomever he might 
be. if he knew of a dependable 
and 
sound 
p ro g ram 
for 
a b o lis h in g 
u n e m p lo y m e n t 
quickly, would tell us all about it 
w ithout 
any 
legislation 
requiring him 
to do so. 
In 
practice, all that the legislation 
can do is to compel a President 
who doesn't know or even think 
he 
knows 
n e v erth eless 
to 
present a form al plan It em ­ 
bodies 
the 
illusion, 
m ore 
prevalent 
among 
legislators 
than 
am ong officials 
w ith 
executive responsibilities, that 
an act of Congress can m andate 
a large increase in the available 
fund of economic knowledge and 
understanding 
The bill is much embroidered 
with elaborate prescriptions for 
new 
p ro ced u res, 
new 
a d ­ 
m inistrative 
channels, 
new 
planning documents, new ad­ 
visory bodies, and a whole raft 
of reports to be delivered on set 
dates. It has to be read to be 
believed. The bill presents a 
m ind-boggling 
p ictu re 
of 
g overnm ent 
ag en cies 
and 
c o n g ressio n al 
com m ittees 
passing reports back and forth, 
with nobody having tim e left to 
read them. 
An 
illu stratio n 
of 
the 
B yzantine 
n a tu re 
of 
this 
legislation is the provision for 
e stab lish in g 
an 
"A dvisory 
Committee on Full Employment 
and 
Balanced Growth." The 
Employment Act of 1946 had 
estab lish ed 
a

O ffice 
of 
the 
President 
The new Advisory 
Committee would advise the 
advisers The bill also provides 


for the creation of "regional or 
ind u stry 
ad v iso ry

com m ittees” which will advise

Advisory Committee on 
what advice they should give to 
the 
C ouncil 
of 
Econom ic 
Advisers. 
It could, 
as time 
passes, become as infinite series 
of advisers to advisers to... 
What I have attem pted to 
describe is the current version 
of S.50. It already has undergone 
one m ajor revision this year and 
may well be further revised as it 
gets 
further legislative 
at­ 
tention. I am unable to see much 
hope that it will acquire any real 
economic content as time goes 
on. We are wasting tim e while 
attention is concentrated on the 
H u m p h re y -H a w k in s 
n o n ­ 
solution 
to 
real 
econom ic 
problems. 
The Will Rogers approach to 
problem-solving is likely to look 
good to everybody except the 
man who is assigned to figure 
out how to dig the tunnel under 
the 
Atlantic. 
However,

Humphrey-Hawkins bill places 
a very prestigious individual in 
t h a t 
u n c o m f o r t a b l e 
position—the President of the 
United States I can’t help but 
believe 
that 
any 
incumbent 
President, almost regardless of 
his economic philosophy, would 
resist

place all the real burden on him 
and allow him almost no leeway.

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Watching a Good Man Slip

WASHINGTON - It happens 
all too often A good man, 
possessed of fine principles, wins 
a seat in Congress and manages 
to hang on to it. Then, in the 
heady atmosphere of Washing­ 
ton, his principles slowly begin to 
erode 
Watching a good man slip is 
always a sad experience It's 
particularly wrenching to see it 
happen to Rep. Don Edwards, 
D.-Caiif Few men have come to 
Congress with a more im­ 
pressive past and a more pro­ 
mising future 
An ex-FBI agent and a self- 
made millionaire, he had one of 
the finest records in the House. 
He became known as a legis­ 
lator who stood up for the 
downtrodden and spoke up for 
his convictions 
He was the right man it 
seemed, to head the Constitu­ 
tional Rights Subcommittee Bui 
power and prestige have differ 
ing effects on different men To 
some, they offer challenges, to 
others, temptations Don Ed­ 
wards, after ascending the 
heights, began to slide hack 
down again 
He has been an ineffective 
chairman He even let his own 
privacy bill die in his subcoin 
mittee Worse, we have now 
caught him in a blatant conflict 


of interest Here are the details 
of the complex story 
Edwards made must of his for­ 
tune as founder and president of 
the Valley Title Company, which 
has become the largest title 
company in his home district A 
few years ago, he stepped down 
as the firm’s top officer, but he 
rem ain s its co n tro llin g 
stockholder, with 51 per cent of 
the shares. 
In 1963, a year after he was 
first elected to Congress, his 
company took title to a pracet of 
land in Santa Clara, Calif. The ti­ 
tle company, although holding 
the deed to the property, never 
actually owned it Instead, the 
firm held the land for the real 
owner, a practice that is quite 
legal under California law. 
In March, 1970, the land was 
officially deeded to the Ginden R 
and B Company, which built the 
Monte Alban Apartments an the 
property. One of the principal 
partners was Ben Ginden, who 
told us his company paid about 
$5,000 to the congressnan's firm 
for its services. 
Ginden acknowledged that he 
has also paid the congressman’s 
firm an additional $5,000 to 
$10,000 for its title work on other 
land deals. Our 
examination of the California 
land records disclosed several 


real estate transactions that the 
Valley Title Company handled 
for Ginden The latest was only a 
few months ago. 
Ginden has also written letters 
to newspapers defending Ed­ 
wards and has made donations 
to the congressman’s campaigns 
The relationship between the 
two men, clearly, hs been prof­ 
itable. 
A few years ago, Ben Ginden 
and his associates fell behind in 
their mortgage payments on the 
Monte Alban Apartments The 
Dept of Housing and Urban 
D evelopm ent, which had 
guaranteed the mortage, 
threatened to foreclose the pro­ 
ject. 
Ginden sought the assistance 
of the congressman who 
promptly dispatched a missive 
to HUD Edwards asked the 
housing officials to waive almost 
$20,000 in payments so the 
Ginden project could be con­ 
tinued “If HUD were to throw 
(Monte Alban) into foreclosure,” 
pleaded Edwards, “there will be 
192 families evicted " 
Mg letter to HUD concluded "1 
feel impelled to stress that 1 
would certainly hope that this 
project be saved 1 would ap­ 
preciate your time and coopera­ 
tion in my receiving a full re­ 
port " 
Edwards did nut mention the 
fact that he was writing in 
behalf of his firm's client, nor 
that his firm had been involved 
in the actual real estate transac­ 
tion in question. 
The congressman told our re­ 
porters Gary Cohn and Andy 
Fenn that he was unaware his 
company had once held title to 
the land At the time he wrote to 
HUD, he said, he didn’t even 
know that Ginden was a client of 
his title company. All he was 
doing insisted Edwards, was 


providing a normal service for 
constituent. 
But Ginden told us a differer 
story. “1 know Don Edwards, an 
I like him,” he said. On a coupl 
of occasions, said Ginden, he ha 
run into the congressman an 
had boasted: “Don, sometime 
I’ve thrown a little business you 
w ay.” The congressm ar 
recalled Ginden. had sait 
“Fine." 
But Ginden denied an 
wrongdoing He had written I 
Edwards, he explained, simpl 
because the congressman repri 
sented the district where tP 
apartments were located 
Don Edwards isn’t the first r* 
the worst of the congressmt 
who have tended their own cas 
registers in Washington In 
American tradition of worshq 
ing financial success, mar 
members of Congress can I 
found in zestful pursuit of tf 
capital gains 
Footnote: Although HU 
didn't comply with Edwards' r 
quest, an arrangement wt 
eventually worked out I 
forestall foreclosure on tt 
apartment project.

Wilson is the father of the 
deceased ~ Lee Ann Garrison, 
who was found dead Sept. 8,1974 
in the bedroom of her home ~ 
and the highway patrol officers 
conducted an investigation of 
the death. 
In their arguments before 
Special Judge Rex Henson of 
Poplar Bluff, the attorneys took 
pot shots at each other, with one 


defense counselor complaining 
of “hostility at the courthouse in 
Kennett.”

Court upholds ouster 
of Iron County Probate

(AP) — The Missouri Supreme 
Court upheld the removal of 
Iron County Probate Judge 
Jack Duncan today, ruling that 
such action need not be based 
on evidence proving misconduct 
"beyond a reasonable doubt.” 


Duncan was found to have 
violated state laws and the con­ 
stitution by the Commission on 
Retirement, Removal and Dis­ 
cipline of Judges after he broke 
into a neighbor’s home last 
year and ransacked it, alleged­ 
ly looking for a gun. 


Duncan, an Arcadia Demo­ 
crat, is seeking to unseat Dor­ 
man Steelman in the November 
election as circuit judge for 
Crawford, Dent, Iron Reynolds 
and Wayne counties. 
Duncan 
was 
accused 
of 
breaking into his neighbor's 
house in October 1975 after she 
had threatened his children. He 


> said he was searching for a gun 
which he had heard the neigh­ 
bor had purchased, but he did 
not find one. Instead, he re­ 
moved a tool handle and a 
length of metal pipe. 
The commission, reinforced 
by the high court’s decision to­ 
day, said evidence in the case 
did not show Duncan had rea­ 
son to actually believe either he 
or his family were in danger 
since the neighbor had made 
vague and empty threats in the 
past. 
The commission said Duncan 
conducted the search without a 
warrant in a case when he 
could not have legally obtained 
a warrant, and also said no 
crime had been committed at 
the time Duncan broke into the 
house and ransacked it. 
Duncan had claimed that the 
evidence against him must be 
“beyond a reasonable doubt” 
before he could be removed, 


the same criteria for conviction 
of persons in normal court pro­ 
ceedings. But the high court 
held that discipline or removal 
of judges may be sustained 
solely by a “preponderance of 
the evidence" against him, not­ 
ing that is the same criteria for 
disciplinary action against law­ 
yers.

“ T h e y ’re

modifications that aren't even 
apparent to the average home 
buyer and are adding little or no 
extra cost,” he says. 
"Even if you do spend a few 
more dollars to build these 
homes, you’ll get your money 
back in a hurry. Heating and 
cooling costs will increase 10 per 
cent a year from now on. That 
means these costs will double 
every six and a half years ” 
Here’s a comparison between 
conventional and energy saving 
homes: 
—The energy saving home 
has 10 to 12 inches insulation 
overhead and 6 inches in walls. 
That compares to 4 to 6 inches 
overhead and 34 inches in the 
walls of a conventional home 
—Stud size of the energy 
saving home is 2 x 6 with 24-inch 
spacings 
Conventional homes 
use2x4’swith 16-inch spacings 
—Total window area is 10 per 
cent of the floor area in the 
energy saving homes and 20 to 
50 per cent in a conventional 
home "You lose a lot of heat 
around 
windows,” 
says 


Pastoret “You can reduce the 
number of windows and not lose 
much light if you place them 
properly.” 
—Windows are double- 
or 
triple-glazed 
(several 
panes 
plus storm windows) in the 
energy saving home 
—The energy saving home is 
placed on the lot with careful 
attention to sun, shade and 
prevailing winds 
—Heating 
and 
cooling 
systems for the energy saving 
home are usually smaller than 
those of the conventional home, 
because the heavily insulated 
home requires less heat output 
in winter and less heat ex­ 
traction in summer 
—Pastoret says the “shape" 
of the energy saving home is

FADED FAME. 
YET IMMORTAL HONOR 
Americans have celebrated 
the 200th anniversary of the 
signing of the Declaration of 
Independence 
(although 
the 
actual signing was not com­ 
pleted for months and in some 
cases years after July 5,1776). 
Fifty-six individuals mutually 
pledged their lives, their for­ 
tunes and their sacred honor to 
that document. Except for the 
most 
prominent 
figures, 
however—Jefferson, 
Adams, 
Franklin, 
Hancock—most 
Americans 
would 
be hard- 
pressed to name a fraction of 
them. What manner of men 
were these others, and what 
were their fates after 1776? 
All 56 were delegates to the 
Second Continental Congress 


and all were prominent men in 
their own colonies. They were, 
for the most part, well-educated 
and well-to-do. More than half 
were lawyers, four were doctors 
and one a practicing minister. 
Others were merchants, ship­ 
pers, planters and landowners. 
Almost all the signers con­ 
tinued in public service aft«> the 
founding of the new nation, at 
eith« the fetteral or state level, 
as 
judges, 
congressmen, 
governors and vice presidents. 
John Adams and Thomas Jef­ 
ferson, of course, became our 
second and third presidents. 
Sixteen helped to draft the 
Articles of Confederation in 
1781, and six signed the Con­ 
stitution in 1789. 
As a group, the signatories 
were relatively young when the 
Declaration was proclaimed: 
half were under 45. Edward 
Rutledge and Thomas Lynch 
Jr., both 26, were the youngest, 
while Benjamin Franklin at 70 
was^the oldest. 
BUt again as a group, the 
signers 
of 
the 
Declaration 
survived an average of nearly 
two years less than did men of 
corresponding age in 
the 
general population at that time, 
according to a longevity table 
compiled by Metropolitan Life 
statisticians. 
Nine of the signers did not live 
to 
see 
the end 
of 
the 
Revolutionary War, and another 
seven died before George 
Washington’s first inaugural in 
1789. 
First to die was John Morton 
at the age of 52, nine months 
after signing the Declaration. A 
month later, Button Gwinnett 
expired from the effects of a 
pistol wound suffered in a duel. 
Youngest to die was Thomas 
Lynch, who was lo6t at sea in 
1779 at the age of 29. 
At the other extreme, the last 
surviving 
signer, 
Charles 
Carroll, lived until 1832, when he 
died at the age of 95. Adams and 
Jefferson also lived well beyond 
their expectancies to see the 
infant United States securely 
established. Both men died 
within hours of each other on 
July 4, 1826, exactly a half- 
century after the Declaration of 
Independence. 
But whatever the subsequent 
fame or obscurity or length of 
their lives or the prospering of 
their personal fortunes, each of 
these 56 men won immortal 
honor by penning their names to 
that precious document con­ 
ceived in Philadelphia 200 years 
ago.

FULL EMPLOYMENT’ BILL: 
MUCH TALK. 
FEW JOBS 
The most talked about of the 
legislative proposals now before 
Congress is S.50—formally titled 
the Full Employment and 
Balanced Growth Act of 1976 and 
generally referred to as the 
Humphrey-Hawkins bill. The 
major thrust of the bill is to 
amend existing legislation by 
declaring that it is now the 
policy and responsibility of the 
federal government to promote 
“full employment.” The full 
employment goal is to be 
achieved within four years after 
enactment and is defined to 
mean unemployment not in 
excess of 3 per cent of the adult 
labor force. 
One might think that the task 
of the economist, in appraising 
this proposal, is to give an 


opinion on whether the economic 
programs and policies proposed 
in this legislation are good 
economics or bad economics. I 
will have to disappoint the 
read« and confess that I find 
that impossible to do. The 
reason is that the bill contains 
practically nothing in die way of 
clear or specific economic 
proposals 
which 
can 
beanalyzed. The legislation is 
not about economics at all It is 
mainly 
about 
something 
else—namely, the establishment 
of new governmental machinery 
and procedures in the hope that 
out of them will come a genuine 
economic program. 
In this bill, Congress, having 
declared it to be national policy 
to achieve full employment 
within four years, would quickly 
transfer the burden of figuring 
out how to do that to the 
President.

90 days of enactment. The plan 
is to detail the necessary 
governmental economic actions 
for attaining the legislated 
objective. 
You might call this the “Will 
Rogers approach” to national 
economic policy. There is a 
story (probably apocryphal) 
that Will Rogers, bade in World 
War I, proposed a solution to the 
problem of getting men and 
supplies across the ocean in the 
face of enemy submarine action. 
His solution was to dig a 
vehicular tunnel under 
the 
Atlantic. When skeptics pressed 
him for an explanation as to how 
this could be done, he answer«!: 
“I had the idea, let someone else 
work out the details.” The 
congressional 
leaders 
who 
have supported the Humphrey- 
Hawkins 
legislation 
are 
operating with the same concept 
of 
policy-making 
as 
Mr. 
Rogers—we had the idea, let the 
President figure out how to do it. 
It seems likely that the 
President, whomever he might 
be, if he knew of a dependable 
and 
sound 
program 
for 
abolishing unemployment 
quickly, would tell us all about it 
without 
any 
legislation 
requiring him to do so. In 
practice, all that the legislation 
can do is to compel a President 
who doesn’t know or even think 
he knows nevertheless to 
present a formal plan. It em­ 
bodies 
the illusion, 
more 
prevalent 
among 
legislators 
than among officials with 
executive responsibilities, that 
an act of Congress can mandate 
a large increase in the available 
fund of economic knowledge and 
understanding. 
The bill is much embroidered 
with elaborate prescriptions for 
new procedures, 
new ad­ 
ministrative 
channels, 
new 
planning documents, new ad­ 
visory bodies, and a whole raft 
of reports to be delivered on set 
dates. It has to be read to be 
believed. The bill presents a 
mind-boggling 
picture 
of 
government 
agencies 
and 
congressional 
committees 
passing reports back and forth, 
with nobody having time left to 
read them. 
An 
illustration 
of 
the 
Byzantine 
nature 
of 
this 
legislation is the provision for 
establishing an “ Advisory 
Committee on Full Employment 
and Balanced Growth." The 
Employment Act of 1946 had 
established 
a 
Council 
of 
Economic Advisers in the 
Executive 
Office 
of 
the 
President. The new Advisory 
Committee would advise the 
advisers. The bill also provides 


for the creation of “regional or 
industry 
advisory 
sub­ 
committees” which will advise 
the Advisory Committee on 
what advice they should give to 
the 
Council 
of Economic 
Advisers. It could, as time 
passes, become as infinite series 
of advisers to advisers to... 
What I have attempted to 
describe is the current version 
of S.50. It already has undergone 
(Hie major revision this year and 
may well be further revised as it 
gets 
further 
legislative 
at­ 
tention. I am unable to see much 
hope that it will acquire any real 
economic content as time goes 
on. We are wasting time while 
attention is concentrated on the 
Humphrey-Hawkins 
non­ 
solution to real economic 
problems. 
The Will Rogers approach to 
problem-solving is likely to look 
good to everybody except the 
man who is assigned to figure 
out how to dig the tunnel under 
the Atlantic. 
However, the 
Humphrey-Hawkins bill places 
a very prestigious individual in 
th at 
uncom fortable 
position—the President of the 
United States. I can’t help but 
believe that any incumbent 
President, almost regardless of 
his economic philosophy, would 
resist legislation that would 
place all the real burden on him 
and allow him almost no leeway. 
This gives me hope that the 
present proposal or anything 
like it, will never become law.

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Watching a Good Man Slip

WASHINGTON - It happens 
all too often. A good man, 
possessed of fine principles, wins 
a seat in Congress and manages 
to hang on to it. Then, in the 
heady atmosphere of Washing­ 
ton, his principles slowly begin to 
erode. 
Watching a good man slip is 
always a sad experience. It’s 
particularly wrenching to see it 
happen to Rep. Don Edwards, 
D.-Calif. Few men have come to 
Congress with a more im­ 
pressive past and a more pro­ 
mising future. 
An ex-FBI agent and a self- 
made millionaire, he had one of 
the finest records in the House. 
He became known as a legis­ 
lator who stood up for the 
downtrodden and spoke up for 
his convictions. 
He was the right man, it 
seemed, to head the Constitu­ 
tional Rights Subcommittee. But 
pow« and prestige have differ­ 
ing effects on different men. To 
some, they offer challenges; to 
others, temptations. Don Ed­ 
wards, after ascending the 
heights, began 
down again. 
He has been an ineffective 
chairman. He even let his own 
privacy bill die in his subcom­ 
mittee. Worse, we have now 
caught him in a blatant conflict 


of interest. Here are the details 
of the complex story; 
Edwards made most of his for­ 
tune as found« and president of 
the Valley Title Company, which 
has become the largest title 
company in his home district A 
few years ago, he stepped down 
as the firm’s top officer, but he 
rem ains its controlling 
stockholder, with 51 per cent of 
the shares. 
In 1963, a year after he was 
first elected to Congress, his 
company took title to a pracel of 
land in Santa Clara, Calif. The ti­ 
tle company, although holding 
the deed to the property, nev« 
actually owned it. Instead, the 
firm held the land for the real 
own«, a practice that is quite 
legal under California law. 
In March, 1970, the land was 
officially deeded to the Ginden R 
and B Company, which built the 
Monte Alban Apartments on the 
property. One of the principal 
partners was Ben Ginden, who 
told us his company paid about 
85,000 to the congressman’s firm 
for its services. 
Ginden acknowledged that he 
has also paid the congressman’s 
firm an additional 85,000 to 
$10,000 for its title work on oth« 
land deals. Our 
examination of the California 
land records disclosed sev«al 


real estate transactions that the 
Valley Title Company handled 
for Ginden. The latest was only a 
few months ago. 
Ginden has also written letters 
to newspapers defending Ed­ 
wards and has made donations 
to the congressman’s campaigns. 
The relationship between the 
two men, clearly, hs been prof­ 
itable. 
A few years ago, Ben Ginden 
and his associates fell behind in 
their mortgage payments on the 
Monte Alban Apartments. The 
Dept of Housing and Urban 
Development, which had 
guaranteed the mortage, 
threatened to foreclose the pro­ 
ject. 
Ginden sought the assistance 
of the congressman who 
promptly dispatched a missive 
to HUD. Edwards asked the 
housing officials to waive almost 
820,000 in payments so the 
Ginden project could be con­ 
tinued. “If HUD were to throw 
(Monte Alban) into foreclosure,’’ 
pleaded Edwards, “there will be 
192 families evicted.” 
His letter to HUD concluded: “I

Energy costs cut 
by careful building 


COLUMBIA— Some people 
are cutting heating and cooling 
costs in half by building “energy 
saving homes,” claims Jim 
Pastoret, 
University 
of 
Missouri-Columbia 
expert in 
timber design. 
“ T h e y ’re 
m aking 
modifications that aren’t even 
apparent to the average home 
buyer and are adding little or no 
extra cost,” he says. 
“Even if you do spend a few 
more dollars to build these 
homes, you’ll get your money 
back in a hurry. Heating and 
cooling costs will increase 10 per 
cent a year from now on. That 
means these costs will double 
every six and a half years." 
Here’s a comparison between 
conventional and energy saving 
homes: 
—The energy saving home 
has 10 to 12 inches insulation 
overhead and 6 inches in walls. 
That compares to 4 to 6 inches 
overhead and 3'a inches in the 
walls of a conventional home. 
—Stud size of the energy 
saving home is 2 x 6 with 24-inch 
spacings. Conventional homes 
use2x4’s with 16-inch spacings. 
—Total window area is 10 per 
cent of the floor area in the 
energy saving homes and 20 to 
50 per cent in a conventional 
home. “You lose a lot of heat 
around 
windows,” 
says 


Pastoret. “You can reduce the 
number of windows and not lose 
much light if you place them 
properly.” 
—Windows are double- or 
triple-glazed 
(several 
panes 
plus storm windows) in the 
energy saving home. 
—The energy saving home is 
placed on the lot with careful 
attention to sun, shade and 
prevailing winds. 
—Heating 
and 
cooling 
systems for the energy saving 
home are usually smaller than 
those of the conventional home, 
because the heavily insulated 
home requires less heat output 
in winter and less heat ex­ 
traction in summer. 
—Pastoret says the “shape” 
of the energy saving home is 
also an important consideration.

LOS ANGELES (AP) —Tommy Hart proved the silent giant of the 
San Francisco 49ers as he smashed through the line, tossed Los 
Angeles quarterback James Harris for losses on six occasions and 
didn’t say a word. 
“I didn't say anything to him and be didn’t say anything to me,” 
was the response of the 251-pound Hart after his 49ers had upset the 
Rams 16-0 in their nationally televised National Football League 
battle. 
San Francisco quarterback Jim Plunkett threw touchdown passes 
of 36 yards to Willie McGee and six to Tom Mitchell in a third quarter 
Witz, but few defensive lines have done the job of the 49ers’ front 
four.

(AP) — The state auditor’s in­ 
quiry into the state's effort to 
purchase land in Kansas City 
for a new prison will be held 
behind closed doors despite ear­ 
lier statements that it would be 
public. 
Auditor George Lehr said 
Monday that he felt secret 
hearings would best remove the 
"audit inquiry’’ from the realm 
of politics. 
"I don't want to make it a 
day-in, day-out circus.” Lehr 
told newsmen. 
The auditor also said he 
would release later today the 
17-page letter from Jackson 
Coknty Prosecutor Ralph Mar­ 
tin, which outlines the main 
items to be dealt with in the 
audit inquiry. 
Lehr had originally asked 
Martin to conduct a grand jury 
investigation into the circum­ 
stances surrounding the 
ill- 
fated $1.3 million land deal He 
undertook the audit because of 
■unanswered questions" about 
the timing and the manner in 
which the land was appraised 
and the selection of real estate 
agents for the state. Martin lat­ 
er said he saw no need to in­ 
volve a grand jury. 
In mid-August, Commissioner 
of Administration J. Neil Niel­ 
sen announced the state had 
purchased the 261-acre tract in 


southern Kansas City for a new 
500-inmate 
medium 
security 
prison. But a week later Gov. 
Christopher S. Bond said the 
state was abandoning the site 
because of community opposi­ 
tion. There is still a question, 
however, of whether the state 
is liable for the full purchase 
price. Nielsen has pledged his 
full cooperation in the audit. 
Lehr said during the news 
conference that 16 persons will 
he invited to appear at hear­ 
ings on the circumstances sur­ 
rounding the transaction. They 
will include the state officials 
involved, the real estate agents, 
the land appraisers and the 
owners of the land 
The auditor said he hof>ed to 
issue his report on the matter 
along with a full transcript of 
the closed hearings in about 
two weeks. Lehr, when he an­ 
nounced that he would look into 
the matter last week, said the 
proceedings would be open. But 
he said Monday his decision to 
conduct the hearings in secret 
was made "to hojpefully avoid 
the witchhunt philosophy." 
“The way we would approach 
this is at least fair if not more 
than fair from a political stand­ 
point,’’ the Democratic auditor 
said in answer to allegations 
that his inquiry is a move to 
tarnish Republican Bond's pros­ 
pects for gaining a second term 


over Democratic challenger Jo­ 
seph Teasdale. 
Only if some of those invited 
to testify refuse to do so volun­ 
tarily and must be subpoenaed 
will the hearings be open to the 
public, Lehr said. The hearings 
will begin Thursday in Jeffer­ 
son City, but they may move 
between the capitol and Kansas 
City. 
In connection with the in­ 
quiry, Lehr said he has hired 
Jim J. Shoemake. a partner in 
the Guilfoil, Symington 4 Pet- 
zall law firm of St. Louis which 
has been strongly associated 
with Democratic politics for 
many years. The auditor said, 
however, that he was unaware 
that Shoemake was a Democrat 
or had contributed to the guber­ 
natorial campaigns of Demo­ 
crat Edward Dowd in 1972 and 
Teasdale. Dowd lost his bid to 
Bond 
Lehr said he did not feel 
Shoemake would have a con­ 
flict of interest in the proceed­ 
ings and the private attorney 
himself pledged to be fair and 
impartial. 
Lehr selected Shoemake after 
Republican Atty. Gen. John C. 
Danforth told him last week 
that his office would not be 
able to assist in the inquiry. 
Danforth advised both Lehr and 
Nielsen to hire private attor­ 
neys.

The state auditor’s in­ 
quiry into the Mate’s effort to 
purchase land in Kansas City 
for a new prison w ill be held 
behind closed doors despite ear­ 
lier statements that it would bo 
public. 
Auditor George Lehr said 
Monday that he felt secret 
hearings would best remove the 
“ audit inquiry” from the realm 
of polltids. 
“ I don’t want to make it a 
day-in, day-out circus,” Lehr 
told newsmen. 
The auditor also said he 
would release later today the 
17-page letter from Jackson 
Coknty Prosecutor Ralph Mar­ 
tin, which outlines the main 
items to be dealt with in the 
audit inquiry. 
Lehr had originally asked 
Martin to conduct a grand jury 
investigation into the circum­ 
stances surrounding the ill- 
fated $1.3 million land deal. He 
undertook the audit because of 
“ unanswered questions” about 
the timing and the manner in 
which the land was appraised 
and the selection of real estate 
agents for the state. Martin lat­ 
er said he saw no need to in­ 
volve a grand jury. 
In mid-August, Commissioner 
of Administration J. Neil Niel­ 
sen announced the state had 
purchased the 261-acre tract in 


southern Kansas City for a new 
500-inmate medium security/ 
prison. But a week later Gov. 
Christopher S. Bond said the 
state was abendoning the site 
because of community opposi­ 
tion. There is still a question, 
however, of whether the state 
is liable for the hill purchase 
price. Nielsen hat pledged his 
fuU cooperation in the audit. 
Lehr said during the news 
conference that 16 persons w ill 
be invited to appear at hear­ 
ings on the circumstances sur­ 
rounding the transaction. They 
w ill include the state officials 
involved, the real estate agents, 
the land appraisers and the 
owners of the land. 
The auditor said he hoped to 
issue his report on the matter 
along with a full transcript of 
the closed hearings in about 
two weeks. Lehr, when he an­ 
nounced that he would look into 
the matter last week, said the 
proceedings would be open. But 
he said Monday his decision to 
conduct the hearings in secret 
was made “ to hopefully avoid 
the witchhunt philosophy.”

Experiments with rats 
proves marijuana interferes 
with sexual development

says an army surgeon 
Dr. John W Harmon of the 
Walter Reed Army 
Medical 
Center at Washington presented 
his finding in a report to the 
Clinical Congress of the Ameri­ 
can College of Surgeons on 
Monday. 
He reported that Delta Nine 
Tetrahydrocannabinol 
(THC), 
the ingredient of marijuana 
that produces the high, caused 
experimental rats to develop 
smaller-than-normal testicles 
He conducted his experiment 
with Dr. 
Menelaos A. Alia 
poulios, professor of surgery at 
the University of Massachusetts 
at Worcester, and Diana Locke 
and Dr. John M Maclndoe of 
Walter Reed. 
Sixteen rats were given THC 
for 40 days, a period corre­ 
sponding to their adolesecence. 
They were compared with two 
similar groups of rats which 
had not received THC 
At the end of the experiment, 
the rats which had been given 
THC had smaller testicles, al­ 
though the weight of their bod 
tes and livers was unchanged, 
and two of the 16 were unable 
to produce sperm 
Harmon reported also that 
levels of testosterone, a male 
sex hormone, were lower both 
In the blood serum and the tes 
tides of the rats given the 
marijuana dercvative than in 
the others, 
These data, combined with 
results 
of 
other 
studies, 
prompted him to say in an in­ 


terview that it is no longer 
speculation but a certainty that 
marijuana interferes vyith sexu­ 
al development. 
He and Aliapoulios previously 
reported cases of breast en­ 
largement in male patients who 
were heavy, chronic marijuana 
users Some required surgery 
to correct the condition. In oth­ 
ers, it disappeared after they 
stopped smoking marijuana.

DEAR R EA D ER - The 
convulsion is caused by some 
cells in your brain literally

This sets off a chain reaction 
and the brain literally has an 
electrical storm The surface 
(cortex) of the brain is usually 
involved and it affects the 
cells that control movement 
and 
m uscular contractions 
As a result the arm s, legs and 
various parts of the body un­ 
dergo 
contractions 
and 
relaxations causing the con­ 
vulsion. 
Under special c ir­ 
cu m stan c e s 
even 
norm al 
brain cells can do this That is 
why every convulsion is not an 
epileptic seizure 
The person usually does not 
rem em ber the actual convul­ 
sion b u t m ay re m e m b e r 
changes that precede the ac­ 
tual attack. 
T h e r e 
a r e 
d i f f e r e n t 
classifications of epilepsy 
The common type is called 
idiopathic, meaning that no 
underlying reason for the con­ 
vulsions is detected This is 
true in about 70 per cent of 
adult cases 
I prefer to call the rem ain­ 


ing group convulsions from 
various causes and not epilep­ 
sy, becau se th ey have a 
definite cause A brain injury 
th at leaves a scar in the brain 
can set off the electrical dis­ 
charges and the problem is 
quite different. In many of 
these cases medicines are still 
n e e d e d to p r e v e n t c o n ­ 
vulsions. A convulsion from 
low blood sugar is not epilepsy 
but a medical problem with 
the symptom of low blood 
sugar, which could even be a 
tum or of the pancreas. 
Now about Dilantin. It is 
w hat we call an anticonvul­ 
sant. It is not a tranquilizer. It 
does act on the surface of the 
brain in the areas that control 
m ovem ent. It decreases the 
tendency of these cells to fire 
off large electrical charges. It 
doesn’t make you sleepy. In 
fact, tranquilizers have not 
proved to be very useful in 
epilepsy and m ay even make 
m atters worse. 
The anticonvulsants do not 
cure epilepsy. They control 
the electrical discharges to 
prevent convulsions. R arely, 
after three to five years with 
no convulsions a person may 
be w ith d ra w n fro m th e 
medicine and may not need it 
any more but m ost people will 
continue to need treatm ent 
Alcohol will decrease the 
am ount of D ilantin in the 
bloodstream and could make 
you susceptible to a convul­ 
sion That is why your doctor 
doesn't want you to drink any. 
And you should never stop 
your medicine abruptly as 
that could cause a severe con­ 
vulsion

He reported that Delta Nine 
Tetrahydrocannabinol (THC), 
the ingredient of marijuana 
that produces the high, caused 
experimental rats to develop 
smaller-than-normal testicles. 
He conducted his experiment 
with Dr. Menelaos A. Alia- 
poulios, professor of surgery at 
the University of Massachusetts 
at Worcester, and Diana Locke 
and Dr. John M. Maclndoe of 
Walter Reed. 
Sixteen rats were given THC 
for 40 days, a period corre­ 
sponding to their adolesecence. 
They were compared with two 
similar groups of rats which 
had not received THC. 
At the end of the experiment, 
the rats which had been given 
THC had smaller testicles, al­ 
though the weight of their bod­ 
ies and livers was unchanged, 
and two of the 16 were unable 
to produce sperm. 
Harmon reported also that 
levels of testosterone, a male 
sex hormone, ware lower both 
in the blood serum and the tes­ 
ticles of the rats given the 
marijuana dercvative than in 
the others.

Stamp collections 
helps offset 
postal deficit

“Stamp collecting for the fun of 
it,” is what the Postal Service 
calls a program th at's helping 
offset some of its large deficit. 
But some established collec­ 
tors are accusing the service of 
profiteering by issuing so many 
com m em orative stam ps that it 
has become expensive to main­ 
tain a complete set. 
The program , aimed at chil­ 
dren and other new collectors, 
brought in a record $91.1 mil­ 
lion in revenue during the last 
fiscal year on an outlay of $11.2 
million 
Most of the surplus cam e 
from selling stam ps that were 
never used to send mail. The 
rest cam e from selling philate­ 
ly 
(stam p 
collecting) 
items 
such as starter kits and al­ 
bums. 
Postal officials deny they are 
selling m ore and more com­ 
m em orative stam ps just to ca­ 
ter to the lucrative collectors’ 
m arket 
Donald McDowell, stam p de­ 
velopment 
m anager 
for 
the 
Postal Service, said the service 
puts a higher priority on pro­ 
ducing stam ps that are enjoyed 
by the public than on pleasing 
the serious collectors 
"If a collector doesn't like a 
stamp, he doesn't have to buy 
it. We judge by the lines of 
people at 
the counters who 
want to buy our stamps that 
they are a success," he said in 
an interview, 
The Postal Service has issued 
90 com m em orative stamps this 
year, com pared with 28 last 
year, Bicentennial themes ac­ 
counted for at least some of 
this increase.

m em oratives is being fought by 
a group of collectors known as 
plate block collectors. These 
collectors try to acquire a block 
of 12 copies of each stam p 
Many of these people began 
their collections when stam ps

Stamp collections 
helps offset 
postal deficit 


WASHINGTON 
(AP) 
- 
“Stamp collecting for the fun of 
it,” is what the Postal Service 
calls a program that’s helping 
offset some of its large deficit. 
But some established collec­ 
tors are accusing the service of 
profiteering by issuing so many 
commemorative stamps that it 
has become expensive to main­ 
tain a complete set. 
The program, aimed at chil­ 
dren and other new collectors, 
brought in a record 191.1 mil­ 
lion in revenue diving the last 
fiscal year on an outlay of $11.2 
million. 
. Most of the surplus came 
from selling stamps that were 
never used to send mail. The 
rest came from selling philate­ 
ly (stamp collecting) items 
such 'as starter kits and al­ 
bums. 
Postal officials deny they are 
selling more and more com­ 
memorative stamps just to ca­ 
ter to the lucrative collectors' 
market. 
Donald McDowell, stamp de­ 
velopment manager for the 
Postal Service, said the service 
puts a higher priority on pro­ 
ducing stamps that are enjoyed 
by the public than on pleasing 
the serious collectors. 
“If a collector doesn’t like a 
stamp, he doesn’t have to buy 
it. We judge by the lines of 
people at the counters who 
want to buy our stamps that 
they are a success,” he said in 
an interview. 
The Postal Service has issued 
90 commemorative stamps this 
year, compared with 28 last 
year. Bicentennial themes ac­ 
counted for at least some of 
this increase. 
The 
increase 
in 
com- 
memoratives is being fought by 
a group of collectors known as 
plate block collectors. These 
collectors try to acquire a block 
of 12 copies of each stamp. 
Many of these people began 
their collections when stamps 
cost only 3 cents each. With 
postal rate increases to the 
present 13 cents and with an in­ 
creased number of stamps, 
plate block collectors are find­ 
ing their hobby increasingly 
costly. 
James DeVoss, executive sec­ 
retary of the American Phila­ 
telic Society, said the Postal 
Service “has been taking col­ 
lectors for a ride.” 
August A. Pierce, editor of 
Stamps Magazine, said the 
Postal Service has “a merchan­ 
dising attitude.” He said that 
postal officials feel hey must 
profit off collectors to make up 
for losses elsewhere. 
McDowell said the philatelic 
program is popular with many 
collectors. “There are so many 
different types of collectors 
that you can’t ever please them 
all,” he said. 
Despite the philatelic reve­ 
nue, the Postal Service still lost 
about $1.4 billion in the fiscal 
year that ended June 30.

It might change marketing 
techniques too, because a Fed­ 
eral Trade Commission judge 
^ias ruled that Borden, Inc., 
owner of ReaLemon, must li­ 
cense others to produce the re­ 
constituted lemon juice prod­ 
uct. 
The decision, which is being 
appealed to the full commis­ 
sion, is viewed by Borden as 
“an unlawful confiscation of a 
valuable property right and is 


beyond the power of the com­ 
mission.” 
The judge, 
it 
maintains, 
doesn’t understand the oper­ 
ation of the market place or the 
function of trademarks. But the 
administrative law judge, Dan­ 
iel Hanscom, didn’t arrive at 
his decision easily; it totaled 
170 pages. 
Borden insists that in ReaLe­ 
mon it offers customers a high 
quality product, and that its 
strong position in the market is 
dervived from the respect and 
allegiance of those customers. 
Hanscom, in his decision, of 
Sept. S, didn’t see it that way. 
He found that Borden unlawful­ 
ly maintained a monopoly posi­ 
tion in the processed lemon 
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juice industry, a position that 
sometimes reached 90 per cent 
of the market. 
In doing so, he rejected Bor­ 
den’s contention that in meas­ 
uring the market fresh lemons 
should be included along with 
processed lemon juice, a posi­ 
tion that would have reduced 
Borden's relative position. 
Hanscom found factors that 
he said were “strongly demon­ 
strative of monopoly power,” 
one of them being “the over­ 
whelming dominance of the 
ReaLemon brand, and its ac­ 
ceptance over the years by the 
trade and the public as the pre­ 
mium brand.” 
Viewing that conclusion, oth­ 
er food marketers are wonder­ 
ing if widespread acceptance, 
traditionally 
considered 
a 
measurement of success, now 
might be considered a market­ 
ing offense. 
Further observations by the 
judge perhaps added to that un­ 
certainty. Demonstrating mo­ 
nopoly, he suggested, were: 
—“The concomitant relative 
impotence and small market 
share of competing brands ex­ 
cept possibly Golden Crown 
recently in some metropolitan 
areas;” 
—“The premium price com­ 
manded by 
the ReaLemon 
brand;”

—“ The competitive necessity 
for other lemon juice brands to 
sell at substantially lower retail 
prices on peril of losing shelf 
space and being forced from 
the market;” 
—“The 
exceptionally 
high 
profitability of ReaLemon lem­ 
on juice over the years amount­ 
ing to three to four times the 
rate of return on assets real­ 
ized by other firms in the ... 
industry group.” 
But Hanscom had other ob­ 
servations that tended to sug­ 
gest that quality alone was not 
the reason for ReaLemon suc­ 
cess. Borden’s marketing prac­ 
tices, he said, hindered, re­ 
strained and even prevented 
competition. 


Among other things, he said, 
the company used promotional 
allowances to combat retail 
competition, special allowances 
to restrict sale of competitive 
products, and selective price 
cuts 
that 
left 
competitors 
unable to sell products above 
their costs.
